SOMETHING FOR SOMETHING 

Single unemployed men in the city will 
hereafter be required to work one day per 
week in return for a week's supply of meal 
and bed tickets. It is to be hoped there 
can be found work enough to make that 
rule practicable, and that we have seen the 
last of the folly of handing out tickets 
with no opportunity given those receiving 
them to make any return therefore. 

This is the proper, and the only proper, 
basis on which to carry on relief. Giving 
men something for nothing is a mistake on 
the part of him who gives and a curse to 
him who receives. That practice under- 
mines self-dependence, destroys morale, 
and teaches the supposed beneficiaries to 
seek for alms rather than for employment. 

If nothing better offers, there are miles 
of sidewalks in Edmonton from which the 
snow might be cleared with advantage to 
the public. In the clearing of these, hun- 
dreds of the unemployed men can be given 
the chance to earn their living by doing 
honorable and useful work; work, by the 
way, which will not otherwise be done et 
all. 


A SILVER CONFERENCE? 

An Oklahoma member has introduced 
a resclution at Washington requesting 
President Hoover to call an international 
conference to discuss the re-monetization 
of silver. The resolution is not likely to 
carry, and the request is still less likely 
to be complied with. Whatever its merits, 
the proposal to make silver a companion 
money metal with gold has to overcome 
the inertia of a world that has been so 
long used to the gold standard it has for- 
gotten that any other standard is possible 
or ever existed. 

It may be that the “silver movement” 
will die out in the United States, as did the 
similar movement thirty odd years ago; 
and that the economists of the world will 
not sit down to discuss the practicability 
and desirability of re-establishing that 
metal as a basis for money. At any raté 
the agitation there, and corresponding 
movements in other countries, have creat- 
ed a revival of interest in the subject and 
a discussion of it that will be all to the 
good. At least the superstitious venera- 
tion with which gold used to be regarded 
has been dissipated. If the gold standard 
remains it will do so after having passed 
through the most critical test and the most 
free-for-all debate it has ever had. 


THE MERGER RUMORS 
Premier Bennett stated definitely at 
Calgary that the Dominion Government 


has never considered “taking over’ the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, and 
adding its lines to the National system. He 


did not say, so far as reported, that the 
Government had not considered turning 
over the National system to C.P. R. 
ownership or management. The omission 
may have some significance, or it may not. 
Despite some suspicious looking state- 
ments from the Minister of Railways, the 
probability rather is that the Government 
has given no more serious thought to the 
one project than to the other. 

If the Premier has never considered 
amalgamation of the two systems as a 
Government enterprise, he can hardly have 
been deluded into thinking favorably of 
combining them under private ownership 
or control. There is nothing to suggest 
that the taxpayers have any desire to add 
to their responsibilities that of buying and 
operating the vast system of the Canadian 
Pacifie. There is even less to warrant any 
supposition that they would tolerate a pro- 
posal to wipe the National system out of 
corporate existence and convert the two 
Systems into a railway monopoly under 
private manavement. To suggest that 
would be suicide on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, and while he may find the duties 
exacting there is no indication that Mr 
Bennett is tired of the premiership. 

But if the Government has not been 
contemplating a merger of the two rail- 
ways it is clear enough tiai some private 
interests have been giving their thought- 
ful attention to that matter, and hav: 
framed up a neat little amalgamation 
scheme, details of which are now ap- 
pearing in financial papers under Mont- 
real date lines. The Premier wil! doubt- 
legs hear from them, directly or circumlo- 
cuitously, about the time parliament gets 

way.

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BACK TO WEDNESDAY 


Edmonton has had so many store- 
closing bylaws that the public long since 
lost count, and have largely also lost con- 
fidence that any closing arrangement pre- 
scribed by council without a definite agree- 
ment between the shop-keepers and the 
clerks will be either satisfactory or per- 
manent. 

The restoration of the Wednesday half- 
holiday for eleven months in the year is in 
aceord with the last plebiscite that was 
taken on the question, and it may be hoped 
the plan wil be in degree more acceptable 
and durable than its predecessors. Out of 
town customers must find it difficult to 
remember what days in the week it is safe 
to come to Edmonton to trade. Nor does 
the prestige of the city, or good feeling be- 
tween merchants and their employees, gain 
anything from the tradition that Edmon- 
ton is perpetually in the process of chang- 
ing its closing bylaw, proposing to change 
it or trying to adapt itself to a change just 
made. 

The weakness of the new arrangement, 
as of former ones, is that it is not backed 
by a mutual agreement of consent between 
the parties directly concerned. If the mer- 
chants and their employees could for once 
get together on some closing scheme—al- 
most any conceivable scheme—the pur- 
chasing public would adapt their market- 
ing to suit. And there is a quite prevalent 
and very reasonable feeling that until such 
an agreement is made it is somewhat im- 
pertinent for the public through the city 
council to lay down the law on the matter. 
Whether a bylaw so enacted would stand 
up if challenged in the courts is a question 
on which there is room for doubt. 

Having decided to re-open the issue 
and say again what day stores are to close, 
council ought in fairness go the whole way 
and decide what stores are to close. The 
bylaws committee has been asked to bring 
in a report on that subject. What council 
does in this matter may have a good deal 
to do with determining what the closing 
arrangement will amount to and how long 
it will last.
